Two definite propositions have been 


advanced by means of which it is 
hoped, to overcome Reno's difficulty 
with respect to the scarcity .of .build- 
ings. 
One of these propositions has 


been advanced t>y E. L. Bingham, and 
the other by Captain Menardi. 


The first of these includes a bond 


issue secured by Reno real estate, for 
onough money to do the necessary 
building, which, in turn, will pay for 
the original indebtedness and the add- 
ed interest on tho money borrowed. 


In explaining the details of his 


proposition, Mr. Bingham yesterday 
said: 


"The trouble with any plan which 


calls for the raising of the money 
here, lies in the fact that all tho avail- 
able money seems to be drawing such 
a high rate of interest already, that it 
would be practically impossible to use 
it for this purpose. 


"The plan that I propose is.this: 
"Form a corporation hero of the 


heaviest financial 
men and realty 


owners we have, and then let the cor- 
poration issub bonds bearing a reason- 
able, rate of interest, say 6 per cent, 
secured .by Reno real estate, and sell 
these for the. money we need for 
building. 


"We have here a growing city whose 


prosperity and importance is keeping 
pace with that of the state, and the 
security for the money, which we will 
by this means be able to give, should 
.be gilt-edge In any city in the world, 
and I don't think that we Should have 
any trouble in disposing of the bonds 
to almost, any amount, we could .use."

When she 
has sold enough of .these to carry her 
along to another market 
for the 


goods, Miss West starts on the long 
journey she has set out to complete. 
If prosperity favors her, she rides as 
far as she can on the trains. 


A week ago she left San Francisco, 


raying a ticket to carry her across 
the bay with the scant sum she had 
:aved while working as a cigarmaker 
there. . The high wages of the west 
tempted her to come to the coast, but 
on her arrival the car strike had in- 
iured business so that her days of em- 
ployment were few and intermittent. 
She decided it were better to share 
her poverty with the family in St. j 
Paul than to be an object of charity ' 
where she was unknown. 


Hunger Greatest Obstacle. 


Hunger is the greatest obstacle she 


has to overcome, but she will not even 
beg for meals. 
Evidence of the sin- 


cerity of her intentions is shown by 
her actions'as soon as' she stopped at 
the Palace lodging house in this city. 
Her wares -were-' immediately taken 
from a. knapsack, and she began a 
canvass, of the .business houses, telling 
her story to the few sympathetic men 
and women she met, of others merely 
asking that they buy, 


Cheerfully, Miss West told a Jour- 


nal representative her troubles, tho 
cause of her deformity, her decision 
to ieave the poverty of St. Paul for 
the wealth-laden Pacific states, her 
poor success in San Francisco, and the 
overland return trip from there. 


"I do not mind walking," she said. 


"It is the surest way to reach my des- 
tination. I have been tempted at times 
to ask the bureaus of philanthropy 
for assistance, but indirectly my ex- 
perience has been that the best 
method is independence. Tes, it is 
independence that'mak-DS me travel as 
I do to reach my mother and sisters 
in St. Paul. I may be crippled, cer- 
tainly I can work with but one arm, 
yet I am' able to perform the labor 
that carries me toward the east."

culty in inducing all the capital we 
need for the building of Greater Reno, 
for the reason that we shall be in a 
position to offer the best of good se- 
curity, and pay a fair rate of inter- 
est for the use of it.

I am of the opin- 


ion that we shall have little trouble in 
getting donations rif certain blocks, or 
lots of land in different sections.

of their lots, we Will place certain 
houses on them, style and cost 'speci- 
fied, and this will naturally greatly 
enhance the valno of the surrounding 
property, and I think the owners 
would require very little showing to 
appreciate the force of the argument. 


"If this could be-done- in the first 


place, ana doubtless some such course 
will be pursued, you see that it would 
give us something to go on. 
After 


building these houses, we could sell 
them either for cash or on time., in 
such a way to pay the original cost 
and the interest.- The city would be 
enlarged, homes would be added, ifor 
which the owner would have paid no 
more than the cost with interest, if he 
got it oh time, and the bond, to that 
extent, would have been redeemed."

Phenominal Strike Made in Nevada Hills 


on Two Leve/s—Ledge W Feet Wide 


Value $1000 to the Ton 


Pi'BSiden-t Harry Morse of the Ne- 


vada Hi IlSx Leasing Company was an 
arrival in the city yesterday from 
Pairview, and brought the news of 
a very rich and extensive strike made 
a few days since on the .200-foot level 
of the Nevada Hills. 


The ore body encountered is large, 


consisting of- a 10-foot ledge which 
runs in gold values from $400 to 
?1,000, which, considering the im- 
mense size of the ore body, promises 
to put the Nevada Hills in the front 
rank of the state's richest mines. 


This, ledge was struck on the 150- 


foot level on Jur.te 30, but its present 
demonstrated value., was not guessed 
till the .date of the last strike, when 
it 'was encountered in crosscutting 
from the 200foot level. 


At present every effort of men, 


money and energy, is being put out in 
an effort to reach the 300-foot level 
In the shortest possible space of ttaie 
for the purpose 
of demonstrating 


whether the ledge will hold1 its size 
and value with depth. If it does, it 
goes without saying that .'he Nevada 
HiMs will have been demonstrated to 
be one of the richest discoveries made 


to date within 'the borders of the 
state, and that means, a great deal. 
• Already eight carloads of this high- 
grade ore have been shipped to Salt 
Lake for reduction, and there are 
from three to five loads more on the 
clump which cannot be shipped for 
lack of teams to haul it away. 


Two hoists are at work bringing up 


material, and handling the men and 
timbers necessary to work the mine. 


One of these hoists, a 22-horse- 


power gasoline, engine drives- one and 
this is being used fur tne purpose of 
handling timbers and bringing up and 
lowering down, the miners," and an- 
waste, while a 55-horse-power engine 
ing used solely for hoisting ore and 
waste, while a 25-horse-power engine 
is used to drive the air-compressor. 


With this power plant the manage- 


ment estimates that it will bring' to 
the surface, if the ledge holds its 
present size and values, $2,000,000 
worth of ore before the first of Octo- 
ber next.

Montgomery more than 20 years-ago. 
Montgomery made a living for many 
years by digging gold-bearing 
ore 


from, the veins and shipping it to 
Salt Lake, About two years ago oth- 
ers entered the .district and 
scfcn/ 


discovered that the mineral possibil- 
ities were much 
greter than any 


one supposed. T\"o town had been es- 
tablished at that time; in fact, there 
was not much of .anything there ex- 
cept. Montgomery and the mineral. 
Since then, however, the town

Tenabo has sprung up and is grow-4 


ing, "and various 
enterprises have 


been established. 
In 
addition, the 


mines are undergoing 'develc\pmeni 
on a fairlj' extensive scale and ship- 
ments of ore, some of which is rich 
in gold, are of almost everyday or 
currence.

ed in the bore of the gun after the 
charge is exploded, otherwise bits of 
burning cloth might accidentally ex- 
plode the next charge of powder in- 
troduced before 
the breech .of the 


gun could be closed.

on top of the turret open while tar- 
get practice is going on, owing' to,,j 
the high temperature in the turret ] 
and a further consideration is the
